FRESH-AIR: HOMES. 

Last week the Children’s Aid Society 
celebrated the semicentennial of the 
opening of, its first. fresh-air home: to 
give Summér outings to city children 
and their mothers. It was the first in- 
stitution of. the sort in this country. 
Tue. Times regards this event with pe- 
culiar pleasure, since its own Poor*Chil-: 
dren’s Fund, through which a day’s out- 
ing was given to more than 18,000 chil- 
dren in 1872, directed public attention 
to the frésh-air idea, with the result that 
the Children’s Aid Society was able to 
open a permanent  drummeretin Gch in the 
following year. - 

In 1878 this first fresh-air home, then 
located near Tompkinsville,. Staten Is- 
land, gave. a week's vacation to 1,260 
mothers and children. Last. year the 
eight homes of the Children’s Aid Soci- 
ety alone provided a fortnight’s. outing 
for ‘more than 25,000; and in. recent 
years the number of fresh-air homes has 
multiplied so that thousarids of the | 
poorer inhabitants of the city are able 
to. get -a little fresh air and country 
scenery. every Summer. A fortnight’s 
outing Zor a poor child costs only. $10. . 

The cost. is higher for the middle. 
class, which-has to pay for its own out- 
ings. Notoriously, the middle class is, in 
_ma@hy ways worse off:than the poor, yet 
even for this- unfortunate submerged | 
four-tenths country outings are cheaper, 
more accessible and more ‘comfortable 
every year. ‘New York City is a good 
deal like the institution of' matrimony, in, 
that it is difficult to live comfortably 
either in it or out of it, Rus in urbe 
is an’ ancient and in some respects an 
admirable ideal, but it is becoming more 
apd amore impracticable. every ‘year -in 
fhis-brick and conereté ‘island,-whére - 
even-the ‘surviving trees ‘are slowly dying. 
from malnutrition. The fresh air and. 
‘greenery that most of ‘Chicago, ‘for. in- 
stance, takes for granted ‘are forever 
-outvef-reach of most of the residents. of: 
Manhattan. We must take our rural 
‘life’ in, short, intenéive doses. Happily, 
we afe learning to do that with the min- 
imum of ‘expense and. inconvenience. ~~. 
* Happily, also, those who ean afford 
their own outings are more and more 
able to realize that a large-part .of the 
city’s population, and precisely that part 
which needs outings mogt, is unable or 
only doubtfully able to afford .them. 
There is perhaps room for t 
whether the poor ought to have children 
at all; but so long as they do have them; 
country outings in the Summer make 
them better citizens and their home town | 
a hotter, city.
